In the case of the above-named, the following parole action was ordered: 

D.C. EXPEDITED REVOCATION 

Revoke parole. None of the time spent on parole shall be credited. Continue to a presumptive re-parole 
(June 5, 2004) after service of 13 months. This presumptive parole date is conditioned upon your 
maintaining good institutional conduct and the development of a suitable release plan. The Commission 
will conduct a pre-release record review up to 9 months prior to the presumptive parole date to ascertain 
that these conditions have been fulfilled. In order to complete this review, the Case Manager should 
submit an updated Progress Report to the Commission 10 months prior to the presumptive parole date. 
If there have been Disciplinary Reports since the Commission's last review, they should be attached to 
the Progress Report for the Commission's consideration. If the Commission has requested that a current 
psychological or psychiatric report be prepared for this review, it also should be attached. 

In addition, you shall be subject to the Special Drug Aftercare Condition which requires that you 
participate as instructed by your Supervision Officer in a program (inpatient or outpatient) approved by 
the D.C. Court Services and Offender Supervision Agency for the treatment of narcotic addiction or 
drug dependency. That program may include testing and examination to determine if you have reverted 
to the use of drugs. You shall also abstain from the use of alcohol and all other intoxicants during and 
after the course of treatment. 

FINDINGS OF FACT: 

The Commission has found that you violated the following condition(s) of release: 

Charge No. 1 - Use of Dangerous and Habit Forming Drugs 

Charge No. 2 - Failure to Submit to Drug Testing 

Charge No. 3 - Failure to Report to Community Supervision Officer as Directed 

Charge No. 4 - Failure to Report Change in Residence
